November 17, 
Messrs. Butchart, Buck and Flood left 
Vulcan with .the Municipal Water 
Works petitjtip which they laid before 
the General Utilities Commission at 
Edmonton on Tuesday. It was given 
serious consideration and received the 
hearty approval of the commission, 
who warmly commended the progres¬ 
sive and initiative spirit of the village 
of Vulcan in its determination to have 
effective fire protection. Judge Car¬ 
penter, who is the head of the General 
Utilities Commission expressed decid¬ 
ed paitiality in the matter of lending 
every possible assistance to the towns 
of pronouncedly public spirited peo¬ 
ple, under which category he placed 
Vulcan. 

The local delegation also interview¬ 
ed Doctors Laidlaw and Norman of 
the Provincial Sanitary Commission, 
in regard to the proper sanitation of 
the town and community. Here, too, 
they were met in an open and above¬ 
board manner that characterizes the 
present government and accounts for 
its undoubted popularity and the 
things it has accomplished in the way 
of better government. 

The petition having been sanction¬ 
ed, tenders for the construction of the 
water system will soon be called for, 
but of course, the progress made to¬ 
ward completion will depend largely 
upon existing weather conditions, al¬ 
though it is hoped and expected that 
the work will be completed and thr 
system in operation by the latter part 
of April.

to Vulcan on Thursday evening last 
to discuss the rural extension of the 
existing telephone system at the re¬ 
quest of those citi ens interested. A 
meeting was called at Messrs. Flood, 
Whicher & El.es’ office, where most 
of the business mer of the village ami 
and those farmers interested in tele- 
phon xtension gathered to express 
their jnterest in tire subject. There 
"ere tf sufficient number present to 
more than jam tlie office and an over¬ 
flow meeting w; :i conducted outside. 
Mr. McNai.gl t' n was appreciably 
surprised at thi; unexpected interest 
in what he thou; ht was to be a small 
discus; it n and he blamed Mr. Whicher, 
for putting one over on him, and as 
the latter had not expected such a 
crowd he agiced to be the goat. 

Mr. Whicher and Mr. Elves present¬ 
ed the case and by the use of hastily 
drawn diagrams were able to give 
Mr. McNaughton a good idea of the 
number of phones wanted with the 
material necessary for installation. 
Altogether there were 35 to 40 phones 
requiring 25 miles of poles, the expen¬ 
diture approximately $5,000. 

During the discussion that followed, 
several grievances were exposed 
wherein prospective subscribers to 
lines now under construction, who 
were instrumental in effecting the suc¬ 
cessful petitioning of same, have been 
refused service on the grounds that 
their names did not appear on the pe¬ 
titions, and in some cases, reason for 
such action was lacking. This mis¬ 
take should be immediately rectified 
or a satisfactory explanation made for 
such conduct and apparently the only 
course of procedure. Offering a hope 
of satisfaction to these men lies in 
placing with Mr. McNaughton a con¬ 
cise statement of the facts in each 
case, whereupon he will investigate 
and report. 

Mr. Dan Beaton proposed the case 
of some 16 farmers, scattered about 
the edge of the Blackfoot Reserve, 
who desired Connection with the Vul¬ 
can exchange, as it was their market 
and they did no wish to cross the re¬ 
reserve. Mr. McNaughton suggested 
that a petition from these men be 
directed to Edmonton through him 
and infoimed' Mr. Beaton that al 
though it would be possible for he 
and his neighbors to secure connec¬ 
tion with the Vulcan exchange in this 
manner, subscribers outside a circuit 
with a 15-mile radius were charged 
an extra $3.00 until such time as the 
settlement of the country justified in¬ 
stallation of an independent system. 

Mr. McNaugliton then sroke of the 
possible chances of obta'ning the pro¬ 
posed extensions. H i : aid, in effect, 
that since 1915 there has been practi¬ 
cally no extension. The reason for this 
has been infea;ibility of floating a 
provincial loan while the government 
needed the money for war purposes. 

Now, since the close of the war. 
the provincial legislature, last April, 
appropriated about $3,600,000 for the 
maintainance and extension of tele¬ 
phones, but the selling of the bonds 
took time. Another hindrance was 
scarcity of material and labor, demon¬ 
strated by the call for tenders on the 
Lomond-Vulcall long distance line that 
eli-ited not a single response. 

And now tnat work has been start¬ 
ed, petitions, which have been present¬ 
ed continuously sinfe 1915, filed in the 
order of their receipt, are being con¬ 
sidered with a view to appeasing 
those petitioners who have waited t .< 
longest. 

In the matter of extension, the gov¬ 
ernment is trying to be impartial. 
Every constituency is allotted an a-

for the discussions. Some go so far 
as to state that conditions will not 
right themselves to a pre-war status 
until prohibition shall have been en¬ 
tirely withdrawn, and the working 
classes shall again be free to spend 
their earnings in such manner and for 
such purposes as they shall wish, 
whether it be liquor or for necessities, 
basing their arguments on the alleged 
fact, that when labor was so free to 
spend their money, and spent it un¬ 
sparingly over the bars, that they 
were soon "broke” so to speak, and 
were compelled to immediately return 
to their work to care for the impend¬ 
ing necessities of themselves and 
families. This impelling need for re¬ 
plenishment, so'the argument run.- 
was a condition which forestalled the 
possibilities of continued maintain- 
ance under strike conditions j^nd forc¬ 
ed labor to continue in its field of 
work and consequent production of 
necessities and luxuries for the mas¬ 
ses. Thus prohibition, according to 
the exponents of this doctrine, whil p 
accomplishing the objects for which it 
was advocated and adopted, and which 
was for the betterment of the family 
conditions of the laboring classes pai - 
ticularly, has spread general discon¬ 
tent and practical anarchy among the 
ranks of the laboring classes to the 
general distress and suffering of the 
whole population. Prohibition, While 
accomplishing the objects sought a- 
mong a particular class has wrought 
havoc among the general masses of 
the people and is the cause of the 
present high cost of living. The fin-

them independent, and their tastes 
for liquor has been changed for a 
taste for political favors, which can 
be insisted u^on because of their fin¬ 
ancial independence. Hende, the ar¬ 
gument runs, the cause for all the 
present unrest and disturbed industri¬ 
al conditions, which will not again be 
righted until prohibition is abandoned 
and the laboring classes are again 
free to spend their earnings as best, 
suits their inclinations. In other word: 
“keep the laboring classes broke and 
you can keep them at work and pro¬ 
duction wilj, assume its natural pro¬ 
portion^’ In commenting on the 
above theories it hardly seems just to 
acknowledge that these argument- 
are the sole cause for the present un¬ 
rest and high cost of living, and it 
seems inconsiderate of the laboring 
classes to couple such thoughts with 
their occupations and ambitions, but 
undoubtedly, in some occupations, the 
truth of the above are, or have been 
evident which gives grounds for thi 
theory. It is also sad to contemplate 
that it would or will be, necessary to 
resort again to a "wet” condition in 
ordef to again right the disturbed in¬ 
dustrial conditions of the country, 
and this at the expense of the morali¬ 
ty of the laboring classes.

The Sign of Summer Heat

THE FARMERS INCOME TAX 


There is a prevalent notion that a 
great many farmers evaded the Fed¬ 
eral Income Tax, but Mr. R. W. 
Breadner, commissioner of taxation 
for the department of finance, gave 
evidence on October 9 last which in 
illuminating. 

The income tax in Canada is practi¬ 
cally the same as in the United 
States, yet in the State of Michigan 
there were only 94 farmers assessed 
whereas in Ontario there were 962. 
In the two Dakotas there were le s 
than 200; in Manitoba there were 
1,601; in California there were about 
1,600; in Saskatchewan there were 
3,054; in Alberta, 3,136. As Quebec 
farmers are only small the number 
assessed was 79; in Nova Scotia 1 I; 
in New Brunswick 5; in British Col¬ 
umbia 87; Yukon 3; in 9II, the farm¬ 
ers assessed number 8,441 as against 
,18,000 in the United States. There is 
a pretty fair showing in view of I17e 
large number engaged in farming in 
the United States and their advanced 
stage of development.

Mr. Bishop, in his capacity of secre¬ 
tary of the Child Welfare League of 
Alberta, besides being a fluent speak¬ 
er, is intensely interested in his work 
and no doubt his sincerity will assist 
greatly in bringing home to those who 
hear him in his addresses. 

The vital statistics for Alberta for 
1918 makes possible a study of statis¬ 
tical data regarding the child mortali¬ 
ty and Ope diseases or other ailments 
responsible for the t death of the chil¬ 
dren of the province. They show that 
the total births were 14,890, an in¬ 
crease of 1,314 over the preceding^ 
year, and .the largest in the history 
of the province. This is a welcome 
addition to Alberta’s population, and 
admittedly of the most desirable type 
possible—the native bom. But the in¬ 
formation that 1,605 infants (children 
under one year), died during the year, 
was quite unwelcome as this was an 
increase of 419 or 36.3 per cent Even 
when the infant deaths from the “flu,” 
which numbered 208, ' are deducted, 
the total is still 1,397, an increase of 
211 or 17.7 per cent. This would as¬ 
sume that had “flu” not taken those 
lives nothing el?“ would, waic>>. of 
course, is scarcely justified. This 
means that the Infant mortality rate 
(or infant deaths per thousand 
births), is 107.1 as against a rate of 
87.3 for 1917, which is a very serious 
increase and puts the province back 
where it* was in 1914f, since which 
time the rate had been steadily im¬ 
proving. B es ides this, the stillbirths 
increased from 325 in 1917 to 365 in 
^7918, or. 12 per cent. So that when' 
stillbirths are added to the infant 
deaths, the total mounts up to 1„970 
little lives which failed to ^urvive $ill 
their first birthday, an increase of 459 
or 30.3 per cent. 

The total deaths from one to four 
t years of age (inclusive), also advanc¬ 
ed from 415 in 1917 to 645 in 1918, or 
53 per cent., though if the “flu” deaths 
for this period, numbering 203, are de¬ 
ducted the increase is reduced to 27, 
while the total deaths numbered 2,250, 
an increase of 649 or 40 per cent.. 
Even when “flu” deaths are deducted 
the increase is still 203 or 12.8 »per 
cent. 

The proportion of these deaths at¬ 
tributed to preventable causes is of 
course a matter of estimate, but on 
a very conservative estimate the total 
of such deaths would be at least 1,200, 
the actual number, in all probability, 
being considerably larger than this. 
This will be recognized as a pretty 
high price to pay for our ignorance 
and carelessness, especially for the 
babies. But even when we leave out 
of account all consideration of the pos¬ 
sible economic production and useful 
service which the activities of this 
large number of children, if spared to 
attain maturity, and no man can cal¬ 
culate this, the loss of potential popu¬ 
lation is equivalent to a good sized 
Alberta town, is of itself a serious 
matter to the country. Fcr these sire 
native-born citizens-JLthe most desir¬ 
able type possible. It means some 
twenty-five child lives wasted weekly. 

These satistio^onstitute a distinct 
challenge to every one who has the 
Welfare of Alberta’s coming citizens 
at heart. And every organization* or 
agency, government and voluntary 
alike, will be stimulated to- redouble 
their efforts so that by the united ac¬ 
tivities of all combined it may be pos¬ 
sible next year to snow a series of de¬ 
creases rather than -increases. 

TARIFF WALL FOR BRITAIN 

That sterling exchange will drop to 
$4 and will remain at that point for 
many years and win for Great Britain 
a tariff wall, is the statement of M»rc- 
ton Frewen, tlie noted British econo¬ 
mist, who arrived in Vancouver not 
long ago. “Exchange will drop to 
$4 and we will have $4 exchange for 
five and twenty years,” declared Mr. 
Frewen. “Only by removing all false 
propsTrom the financial standing of a 
country can we reach a basis on which 
to build a solid monetary edifice. “The 
natural tariff wall raised by the de¬ 
pressed value of sterling is the only 
thing which will gradually build up 
the industrial life of the British Em¬ 
pire arid restore it to its pre-war posi¬ 
tion/

PLENTY GREEN FEED HERE 

During the cold snap, it was for¬ 
tunate that the farmers of High River 
and district were in a position to sup¬ 
ply many carloads of green feed to 
the' stockmen of Carmangay, Macleod, 
Coutts and Cardston. The orders came 
in to the secretary of the U.F.A., Mr. 
Bower, who got in touch with farmers 
in the district who had sortie to sell, 
and he had the same hauled in and 
placed in cars for immediate ship¬ 
ment. There is a great deal of green 
feed in- the stook throughout the 
Blackie, Dinton, Gladys and High Ri¬ 
ver districts, and with some favorable 
weather -this can be stacked in the 
fields and which will ncable the stock- 
men to turn their stock into the fields 
to be fed in the field instead of having 
it hauled In loads to the cattle. 


Aggressive measures are being tak¬ 
en in Calgary to have the mange 
quarant^e Rfted off the enormous 
territory held restricted in' southern 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, our own 
district being‘included. 

George Lane, one of the largest in¬ 
dividual owners of cattle in the terri¬ 
tory. is loud in his denunciation 'of the 
treatment given the cattle owners in 
this territory by government veterin¬ 
ary officials. Mr. Lane claims that his 
loss to himself in one shipment to Chi¬ 
cago through the action of these peo¬ 
ple amounts to $10,000 and - claims 
that if we had an active humane so¬ 
ciety in this country, these officials 
would be prosecuted for forcing stock- 
men to acts of cruelty -to animals to 
comply with their directions. *“‘ 

^Mr. Lane said: “The support I have 
received at the hands of my fellow 
cattlemen and the assurance they 
have given me of their continuance in 
supporting this until the whole thing 
is cleaned up, encourages me to an¬ 
nounce that nothing will be left un¬ 
done to have this country freed of a 
disease of tyoth mange and the perse¬ 
cution of paid government health in¬ 
spectors and of |)ie two evils I surely 
thi%k the latter is the worse. The 
government cannot be aware of the 
true conditions of the mange, or the 
government would not allow the peo¬ 
ple to be persecuted and r.uined as the 
cattlemen are, for I have travelled 
this North American continent over 
and can say that mange iis no worse 
in this section than in other parts of 
this great continent where no such, 
blanket quarantine exists, I have 
suffered an actual loss in one ship¬ 
ment of over ten thousand dollars, 
and have been forced to dip cattle in 
the midst of winter weather and 
shrank them heavily this year, and if 
I have to lose any more money it is 
going to be fighting for justice and 
my friends. 

If the government vets can prove 
that this country is dirty (which I 
know is not true) and impossible to 
clean up, then I want to get out of it, 
but if rt-is not, I do not want to be 
robbed every time my cattle go to 
the market and be persecuted and 
subject to the annoyance of these gov¬ 
ernment vets and thousands of cattle¬ 
men in this quarantine area are of 
this same opinion. 

I think the situation has reached 
its most critical stage and if the gov¬ 
ernment is going to back these vets 
and not listen to our appeals for an 
investigation, the cattlemen will not 
be able to make a success of their 
business in this district, and I for one, 
am determined to see this thing 
through.” ,

REGARDING PARTY FUNDS 

The Morning Citizen editorially, un¬ 
der the caption “Party Fund Influ¬ 
ences,” says: 

“T. A. Crerar is doing yeoman ser¬ 
vice to the movement for honest poli¬ 
tics by turning the searchlight of 
publicity on the old party fund busi¬ 
ness. The old parties in the House of 
Commons conspire to maintain silence 
with regard to the sources of their 
political campaign funds. They are 
both subsidized from the same coipor- 
ation sources. They know it, but they 
never mention it outside of the caucus. 

“Mr. Crerar^tates that the tariff is 
responsible for corruption in the poli¬ 
tical life of (J^O&minion. By the tar¬ 
iff parliament gives protectionist in¬ 
terests in Canada the power to charge 
high prices to the public. The small 
group of interlocking interests who 
take almost the whole of the benefit of 
tariff protectionism themselves are 
willing to pay for this privilege. Both 
sides in politics seem to have been in 
their pay tS some extent. 

“Along with the tariff beneficiaries, 
and more or less allied with them, the 
railway corporations seem to have 
exercised a demoralizing influence on 
the old parties. The small group of 
members, free from party fund con¬ 
trol, led by Mr. Crerar in the House 
of Commons, could so put it to shame 
(the party fund business) that it 
would disappear from Canadian pub¬ 
lic life in one session. Publicity of 
camDaign funds‘*would go far toward 
eliminating the present secret party 
fund influences.” 

Flynn, the frothy agitator, who has 
forced himself into the public gaze in 
Toionto by his demagogic methods, is 
doing the soldiers’ cause more 
damage than good. His manner of 
attack is repulsive to all right-think¬ 
ing Canadians and he will soon hang 
himself, if we are not badly mistaken. 
Let us state it again, Flynn is an 
Irish-American, who enlisted in the 
Canadian forces a short time before 
the United States' entered the war, 
and he is still an American and he 
should not be permitted to slander 
Canada’s public men as lie has been 
doing. Several soldiers’ papers have 
already exposed Flynn’s connection 
with the soldiers’ movement and are 
demanding his resignation from that 
body.

HOSPITAL AREA ESTABLISHED 


A hospital area has beep established 
with Calgary as the centre, and at a 
meeting held last week in Calgary, 
representatives of the rural munici¬ 
palities in a radius of 25 miles were 
present. When the resolution was 
read for the creation of a hospital 
district and put to the meeting coun¬ 
cillors, Wm. Moodie and George M. 
Carleton, of Sheep Creek, municipal 
council presented an amendment pro¬ 
viding that the question be left to 
separate municipalities around the 1 
city of Calgary to make individual ar¬ 
rangements with the city for the 
treatment of patients from individual 
municipalities, and to pay for the 
treatment. The amendment was vot¬ 
ed down, only Mr. Moodie, JAr. Carle- 
ton anyone other representative vot¬ 
ing for it. The original resolution 
was then carried by an overwhelming 
majority. - • ’ 


TESTING SEEDS* FOR FARMERS 
AND MERCHANTS 


The Dominion Seed Branch, with 
laboratories at Ottawa, Winnipeg and 
Calgary’ reported over 36,000 seed 
tests for the year ending June 30. 
The growth of seed testing in Canada 
is indicated from the fact that only 
5,775 samples were reported in 1909. 
The great bulk of the work in our seed 
laboratories is done between Septem¬ 
ber and June when each laboratory 
may handle up to 200 samples per 
day. Only ten samples ar<tested free 
of charge for any farmer or seechmer- 
cliant during the season. Ovey this 
number, the service is charged Tor at 
cost. 

Official seed Aestirig is the basis of 
government seed control, which in old¬ 
er European countries is rated as a 
leading government service to agri¬ 
culture. Any country without an ef¬ 
ficient system of seed control soon be¬ 
comes the dumping ground for inferi¬ 
or seeds from other countries, and 
low-grade home-grown seeds may be 
sold to unsuspecting farmers. Our 
system is frequently referred to in 
other countries as being the most 
practical and efficient. Its importance 
is now being better appreciated when 
it is required that imported seeds are 
not released from bond until they are 
approved at the seed laboratories, and 
when cereal grains, flax, corn, as well 
as clover and grass seeds, are market¬ 
ed on the fixed quality seed grade 
standards.

Mr. Pettapiece was among the early 
settlers of High River, homesteading 
here in ’82, coming from Brandon by 
way of Fort Walsh and Macleod with 
a yoke of oxen that summer. In ’86,' 
he and his partner, J. Potter moved 
their bunch of sheep to Nose Creek, 
north of Calgary. t After the hard 
winter of ’86 and ’87 they sold what 
was left, moved to Washington, and 
later, Mr. Pettapiece, in the rush went 
to the Yukon. After a few years in 
the mines he returned to B. C. and 
bought a farm near Huntington where 
he resided until his death.

ALBERTA HORSE MEAT FOR 
EUROPE 


Alberta horse meat for the Europe¬ 
an delicatessen market is to be a real 
fact, and a trial shipment will be 
made this> week. This announcement 
was made at the western livestock 
meeting in Victoria, from which H. A. 
Craig and S. G. Carlyle have just re¬ 
turned. The authority for it was H. 
B. Arkel, livestock commissioner for 
the Dominion government. 

A few selected horses from southern 
Alberta farms are to be killed, and 
their meat boned and canned for ship- 
mnt to Europe by a private meat¬ 
packing concern, according to Mr. Ar- 
kell. It is to be merely by way of ex¬ 
periment, and upon the results both 
here and at the other end will depend 
whether or not a permanent trade be¬ 
tween Alberta and the horse-eating 
markets of the old world will be de¬ 
veloped.
